School opens on Tuesday, Sept 
8, starting at -9 a, m,, and closing 
at 2 p. m. for the first day. 
■ The cafeteria will be in full 
operation on' the first day of 
school. The charge per meal will 
be 25c, and, with 16 school days 
In September, the charge for this 
month will be $4.00. .Parents are 
urged to pay for children's lunches' 
by the month, in order to relieve 
the teacher of excess bookkeeping. 

All kindergarten and first grade 
students enrolling in this district 
for the first time must present birth 
certificates as proof of age. Chil- 
dren residing in District 34 are eli- 
gible to attend kindergarten if 
their fifth birthday is on or before 
Dec. 1, 1953; while those who will 
be six on or before Dec. 1, 1933 may 
be enrolled in first grade. 

Kindergarten children will regis- 
ter the first day in two shifts, 
Those who live outside the village 
of Antioch will attend the morning 
session -and will register Tuesday 
morning. Those living within the 
village limits will attend the after- 
noon session and will register Tues- 
day after 12:43 p. m. The kinder- 
garten fee wiU be *T.M for the year.'

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Where Mines Are State Controlled 

The Argonaut of San Francisco recently carried 
a column from London dealing with various British 
affairs. One item observed that the days had turned 
cloudy and cool, and continued: "This is what the 
English call weather, but they are U3ed to it, and being 
used to It they are a people who even at mld-summcr 
take thought for the winter. They think in terms of 
coal, and just now their thoughts are perturbed, for 
II. Van Hall, president of the Coal Merchants Feder- 
ation, has sounded an alarm. He has warned that the 
house coal position has never been more serious than 
it is now— not even at any time during the war. Not 
only than; the quality of coal is so poor that anything 
between 10 per cent and 90 per cent delivered to 
housewives is not combustible. The mines are state 
controlled." 

That last sentence is enormously significant: "The 
mines ore state controlled." For state control is 
socialism, and in 99. oases out of 100 socialism results 
in both scarcity and poor quality. And that is not 
to be wondered at. Inevitably, socialism gives all 
power of decision to bureaucrats who have risen to 
high position because they are politically adroit and 
who often have no real knowledge of the enterprise 
they dominate. Equally bad, socialism Is a sure des- 
troyer of enterprise and initiative.

Not so long ago, a great many people were frank- 
ly envious of the cattle producer.

Few would be envious of the farmers and ranch- 
ers who depend on cattle today. The cost of produc- 
ing cattle for market remains high — but the value of 
the animals has declined sharply. According to the 
Department of Agriculture, in a single month of this 
year the average prices paid for beef cattle sank 12 
per cent. 

There are two primary reasons for this. One is 
that the cattle population touched an all-time high 
some months ago, and it is an axiom that when any 
commodity is in abundant supply, the price generally 
tends downward— just as when there is scarcity the ' "icrce. There is a heap of double talk there, too.

In observance of the meat depart- 
ment's grand reopening the first 
1,000 ladies to visit the streamlined 
"Store of Tomorrow" on Thursday 
will be presented an orchid corsage 
and all adult customers will be 
given sample packages of cigarettes. 
There will be pencils for the chil- 
dren as souvenirs of the opening. 

On Friday, Manager Anton F. 
Kaiser will give away 1,000 plastic 
aprons to the early lady visitors 
•and banks for youngsters. Satur- 
day will be Potato Chip day with 
1,000 free boys being given early 
shoppers and helium-inflated bal- 
loons for the kiddies. 

Speaking of the -new self-service 
meat department, Manager Kaiser 
said: "We feel our Antioch friends 
will be truly pleased with our self- 
service department, which com- 
pletely eliminates the long delays 
of the old-type meat section. Now 
one can shop for their meats as fast 
as they can dairy products, baked 
goods or anything else in the 
store." 

All varieties will be cut, wrapped, 
weighed, labeled and priced before 
being displayed. Thus, all meats 
ore ready for immediate selection 
by shoppers and the delay of meat 
shopping is a thing of the past. 

For those who wish custom cuts 
that might not be found in the open 
self-service cases, the manager said, 
a system of communication between 
the store and the cutting room has 



been installed and special' cuts may 
be ordered directly from the butch- 
ers. He also pointed, out that cut- 
ters and wrappers would be work- 
ing all day in the rear of the meat 
department, thus assuring a con- 
stant flow of freshly cut and fresh- 
ly wrapped meats Into the self- 
service meat cases. 

The installation of self-service 
meats and other Improvements 
made during the remodeling makes 
the Antioch super market of A&P 
one of the moat modern plants the 
93-ycar-old food firm operates In 
the middle west. 

Other features of the remodeling 
include cnlorgement of the store 
overall, streamlined Jane Parker 
bakery department, an elaborate 
candy section, five fast moving 
checkout stands; also a new re- 
frigerated produce section, health 
and beauty aids department and an 
enlarged grocery section. 

Another important feature is the 
large parking spoce alongside the" 
store for the convenience of those 
residents who drive to market. 

The exterior of the "food mart" 
will bo lighted by new mercury 
vapor lamps with powerful flood- 
lights on the parking area.
